TO 

Amend tlie Law respecting the Election, Payment, 
and Duties of Coroners in Ireland. 



W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the Law with respect Preamble, 
to the Election, Payment, and Duties of Coroners in 
Ireland: Be it therefore enacted hy the Queen’s most 
Excellent Majesty, hy and with the Advice and Consent of the 
5 Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parlia- 
ment assembled, and hy the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Erom and after the passing of this Act, so much of the Act 
of the Ninth and Tenth Victoria, Chapter Thirty-seven, as authorizes coroners to 
the Polling at Elections for County Coroners to continue for Two co jntinue for 
10 Days, shall he and the same is hereby repealed, and thenceforth only- 
such Polling shall continue for One Day only. 

2. Erom and after the Thirty first Day of December One thousand Provisions as 
eight hundred and sixty-jive, so much of any Act as provides for the nei . at ; on 0 f 
Remuneration of Coroners in Ireland hy Pees, Mileage, or Allow- Coroners 
15 ances shall he and the same is hereby repealed. repealed. 

3. On and after the First Day of January One thousand eight Coroners to 
hundred and sixty-six, there shall he paid to every Coroner in by 
Ireland, in lieu of the Eees, Mileage, and Allowances (as the Case 
may he) which if this Act had not been passed he would have

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been entitled to receive, such an annual Salary, not being less than 
One hundred Pounds per Annum , as shall be from Time to Time 
fixed and determined by tbe Grand Jury m Counties, and by the 
Town Council in Cities and Boroughs, such Salary, in tbe Case of 
any Person bolding tbe Office of Coroner at tbe Time of tbe passing 5 
of this Act , not being less than tbe average Amount of the Bees, 
Mileage, and Allowances actually received by such Coroner and 
bis Predecessors, if any, for tbe Five Yews immediately preceding 
tbe Tlmty-first Pay of December One thousand eight hundred 
and sixty -five; and such Salary shall be due and payable ball- 10 
yearly, and shall be presented for as herein-after mentioned ; and 
whenever, from Death, Removal, or any other Cause whatever, any 
Coroner shall not be entitled to a Salary for tbe whole of a Half 
Year, a proportionate Part of tbe Salary shall be paid to him, or in 
Case’ of bis Death to bis personal Representatives : Provided also, 15 
that after tbe Lapse of every successive Period of Five Years it 
shall be lawful for tbe Lord Lieutenant, by and with tbe Advice 
of the Privy Council, as aforesaid, to revise and thereby increase or 
diminish any such Salary, having regard to the average Number of 
Inquests held by any such Coroner in the Rive Years immediately 20 
preceding: Provided always, that no such Salary, whether as 
originally fixed and determined or revised as aforesaid, shall be less 
than the Sum of One hundred Pounds per Annum : Provided always, 
that nothing herein , contained shall in any Manner take away, alter, 
or deprive any such Coroner of the Right to be repaid out of the 25 
County Rate the Expenses and Disbursements which may have 
been paid or made by him on the holding of any Inquest, as provided 
by the Act of the Ninth and Tenth Victoria, Chapter Thirty-seven. 

Salaries to 4. The Salaries payable to Coroners under this Act shall be pre- 
be presented sented f or anc [ levied in the same Manner as Eees, Mileage, and 30 
leviedf Allowances of Coroners are now presented for and levied, and at 
each Assizes or Presenting Term (as the Case may be) the half- 
yearly Instalment then due shall be presented for and levied.

if, after due Service of such Rule, good Cause shall not be shown 4,9 
against it, it shall be lawful for the Judge to make such Rule 
absolute, with or without Payment of Costs, as to such Judge shall 
seem meet ; and the Coroner, upon being served with such Rule

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Absolute, shall obey the same, and hold such Inquest, upon pain of 
being liable to an Attachment in case of Refusal or Neglect. 

6. It shall be lawful for the Lord Chancellor of Ireland, if he Powei . to 
shall think fit, to remove for Inability or Misbehaviour in his Office reraovo 

5 any such Coroner already elected or appointed, or hereafter to be Coroner - 
elected or appointed. 

7 . In every Case in which a Coroner’s Jury shall have found a InCases 
Verdict of Manslaughter against any Person or Persons, it shall be 

lawful for the Coroner or Deputy Coroner before whom the Inquest IhTcoroner 
10 was taken to accept Bail, if he shall think fit, with good and suffi- 

cient Sureties, for the Appearance of the Person so charged with the charged' to* 
Offence of Manslaughter at the next Assize and General Gaol Bail ° 
Delivery to be holden in and for the County within which the 
Inquest was taken ; and thereupon such Person, if in Custody of 
15 any Bailiff or other Officer of the Coroner’s Court, or in any Gaol 
under a Warrant of Commitment issued by such Coroner, shall be 
discharged therefrom. 



8. In every Case in which any Coroner or Deputy Coroner shall Recogni _ 
admit any Person to Bail, he shall cause Recognizances to be taken nances to be 
20 in the Porm given in the Schedule to this Act, and give a Notice taken ' 
thereof to every Person so bound, and shall return such Recog- 
nizances to the then next ensuing Assizes ; and such Coroner or 
Deputy Coroner shall be entitled to such Pees and Charges as the 
Clerks of Petty Sessions are by Law entitled to on admitting Persons 
25 charged to Bail. 



9 . At any Time after all the Depositions of Witnesses shall have 
been taken every Person against whom any Coroner’s Jury may 
have found a Verdict of Manslaughter shall be entitled to have from 
the Person having Custody thereof Copies of the Depositions on 

30 which such Verdict shall have been found, on Payment of a reason- 
able Sum for the same, not exceeding the Rate of One Penny Half- 
penny for every Polio of Ninety Words. 

10 . This Act shall extend to Ireland only. 

11 . In this Act the Word “ Coroner” shall mean and extend to Interpreta- 
35 any Person who is or shall be duly appointed or elected Coroner for tl0n ' 

any County or Riding, or Division of a County, or for any County of 
a City, County of a Town, or Borough, in Ireland; and the Words 
“ Deputy Coroner ” shall mean any Person or Persons lawfully 
holding an Inquest in lieu or in the Absence or for Want of a 
40 Coroner.
